Suicide of John Minnier, Son 


of An Old Soldier. 


His Body Found at 4 O'Clook thi 


Morning— Tha Inquest, 


Since last March John Minnier, 


young man aged 18 years, line been i 
theemployof Chappelle & Son, thedairy 
men, whose barn is on the William Dod 
son farm, east ot tho Pratt & Co. olevi 
tor and near the Gsddes lane crossing o 
the Wabash railway, This morning th 
lifeless body ot Minnier was discovers 
dangling at tbe end of a tbree-qnarte 
inch cow rope. The body was found by 
the eldest Chappelle boy who bad arisen 
to see what had become of Minnier wb< 
could not be found in tbe house. 


Minnier waa tbe young man whose 


daily duty it waa to arise at lour o'clocl 
every morning and look after 50 oows 
He had a room in the Ohappalle hoase 
not tar from the barn. 
He did his work 


as usual Sunday evening, and as be hac 
to get up early it was his custom to 
retire at G o'clock. He disappeared las 
evening as usual, and all in tbe house 
hold supposed he had gone to bed. 
Kt 


did not do so, The bed was not disturbed 
No one slept in it last night. 
The cir- 


cumstances indicate that Minnier went 
deliberately to tbe barn and hung him 
salt. He mnde some close calculations 
There was no rope in the barn, but there

and entering the 
barn he 
olimbec 


to the hayloft. The loft is nearly full of 
buy. 
There is an opening tit the wesl 


ond ot tbo loft to receive tbe hay about 
once a year. This door Minnier openec 
from the inside. He then tied one enc 
of the rope to the cross-beam above 
making a double knot to fasten that end 
securely. From the hayloft lloor to the 
ground on tbe outside tbe distance is 
about 12 feet. Minnisr made a common 
slip-kn jt and putting the loop over bia 
head be adjusted the knot under his 
right ear and then jumped out. The fall 
was about 10 feet. His neck was broken 
by the fall and death must have resulted 
in tow moments. There was no cry and 
no noise, except such as might have been 
mode by the body of tbe suicide being 
pulled uguiust the barn. No one in the 
dvvellinghouse beard any noise and they 
were all in total ignorance as to what 
had occurred until this morning. 


Coroner Bendure was notified at 5 


o'clock of tbe suicide, and the body was 
removed to the Reeve & Co undertaking 
rooms where the inquest was held tbig 
afternoon, The verdict was suicide by 
liiuging. There was no letter or writing 
'onnd on the person of Minnier. He had 
?o cents in cash, a gold wntoh and a 
pocket knife. lie aid not drink, was m 
•ood health, and so for OB the Ohap- 
pelles knew the suicide was in no trouble, 
lie was tho son of au old soldier, who is 
in old pensioner, und his only relative in

A Dreadful Experience. 


QUEENS-TOWN, Dee. 5.—The Queen's 


hotel is filled with, the passengers ol 
the steamship Spree and many have 
been obliged to go to Kilmurray's, the 
European and other small hotels or 
lodging houses. Most ol the passen- 
gers have thrilling stories to tell. Not 
a few, hovrever, acknowledge that 
they had no conception of their peril 
until they had been landed. Twice, at 
least, the officers gave up hope ol sav- 
ing the ship, yet each time they be- 
lieved it would be impossible lor the 
boats to live in the tremendous seas. On 
Sunday night all the officers were con- 
vinced that to abandon the ship for the 
boats would be certain death. 


Everybody is eloquent in praise ol 


Dwight L. Moody. His services did 
more than anything else, all say, to- 
ward steadying the courage of the pas- 
sengers. In every group of foreigners 
during the preaching sat somebody who 
translated the evangelist's words as 
they came from bis lips. 


Mrs. ,T. W. Robinson, of Chicago, to- 


day told the correspondent of the In- 
ternational Telegram the story of her 
experience on the drifting steamship. 
She said "When the shaft broke I was 
bleeping in my stateroom. 
I was 


aroused by ,v crabh, then felt a heavy 
shock which almost threw me from my 
bcith. I knew that something serious 
had happened 
I got up immediately, | 


dressed as fast as I could, and ran into ] 
the corridor, where I found the rest I 
of the passengers frightened and hud- 
dled together 
When we learned the 


cause of tlic trouble, none of us rea- 
lized the danger we were in. When 
we got on deck, however, we saw a 
frightful scone. Hundreds were strug- 
gling for life-preservers, shouting or 
groaning, or running about as if crazy. 
Preparations to lo-ver the boats in- 
creased their terror 
For two days and 


nights we were tossed and drifted away 
from our course. We did not go tobed. 
The sea was terrific. The ship rolled 
BO that we had to cling to the tables or 
chairs to prevent our being clashed to 
the floor or against the partitions, 
A German lady who tried to leave the 
cabin when the sea was at its worst, 
was thrown against a pillar so vio- 
lently thatrsho broke her aim. The 
surgeon set it with great difficulty, as 
it was almost impossible to remain 
quiet, even in one's berth. The suicide 
of the young man from Vienna de- 
pressed us all. He was wealthy and 
was engaged to marry a Vienesc 
young lauy. Four women in the sec- 
ond cabin became temporarily insane 
fiom anxiety and lack of sleep." 


MiksM. L. Merriman, of Boston, was 


ill In bed at the time of the accident; 
in fact too ill to realize her danger. 
She was nearly thrown to the floor by 
the shock. She dressed hci self slowly 
and was one of the last to get on deck 


"I never before saw such a scene," 


she said. "The ship was at the mercy 
of the sea and the waves were dashing 
upon the decks. The passengers were 
huddled together in the passageways,or 
on the stairs, or were running about as 
best they could on deck. Most of them 
had been calmed by the time I got up- 
stairs, but the faces of all wore white 
with terror. We had a ten iblc Sunday 
morning. The sea was worse than I 
ii,id ever seen it 
We feared the bulk- 


heads would not hold out and at night 
had become so frightened that we 
would not go to bed, but laid down in 
the companionway.1' 


The captain of the Lake Huron says 


that when the Spree made her first 
signals of distress he thought that she 
was on fire. 


Seventeen o£ the Spree's passengers 


have started for America on the steam- 
ship Etruria. The rest will wait until 
this evening for the Havel, which 
was immediately dispatched by the 
steamship company to take the place of 
the Spree. In transferring the mails it 
was found that 150 bags had been so 
thoroughly soaked that their contents 
were worthless.
